At 
the very moment when I was first in- 
formed that the mob was forming down 
stairs, Mayor Johnson had been talking 
to me in front of the judge’s desk, and 
congratulating me on the. fact that every- 
thing has passed off so happily and with- 
out any serious confilct. There is every 
evidence now, however, that it had all 
ybeen thoroughly prepared and arranged. 
Unquestionably there were some that 
knw of these preparations who should 
have informed me of the fact. This was 
not done, however, and was probably, in 
most instances, due to the fact that they 
were thoroughly intimidated by the mob 
during the whole occurrence, in its entire- 
ty. 

No Apologies to Make. 

“I have no excuses or apologies to make 
for anything that was done, or not done, 
by me or by those under my command. 
The course taken, the things done, and 
the things not done were in my judg- 
ment absolutely right and proper, accord- 
ing to the light we ‘had before us.’’ 

This is the substance of Captain Hitch’s 
official report, as he himself dictated it. 
Attached to his report are statements 
from Sergeant Fulton and Sergeant John- 
s0n, wi say Sheriff Kendrick himself di- 
rected the soldiers to give up the prison- 
ers they guarded in the room, and saying 
that he had seen Captain Hitch and that 
it was all right.

Mr. Brown's addresg elicited much ap- 
plause in his assurance of welcome to 
the state society and in his general, 
remarks.

For some time | 
the Officers have been -endeavoring to 
discover whence and hy what contnv- 
ance the prisoners secured the drug. 
The officers secured evidence from an 
outside nagro, which led them to make a 
case against Dr. McAfee charging him 
with selling the stuff, and yesterday 
mornimg cases were made against eight- 
een womengprisoners charged with being 
“sniffers” while inmates of the city 
prison. 

Two of the prisoners stated that on 
different occasions collections of money 
were made, and after rol] call at camp 
in the morning a trusty, who was also 
in the scheme, carried two. or three of 
the women into the edge of adjoining 
woods and allowed one of them to come 
to the city, purchase cochine and return 
before any of the guards perceived that 
she had heen away. 

Women Seen on Streets. 

Officers Hollingsworth and Whatley, 
who seem to know all police characters, 
on several occasions declared they had 
seen these women on Decatur street, and 
knew that they had a few days previous- 
ly been serit to the stockade.

Captain English agrees to make full 
public apology and donate $250 to a 
charitable organization if Councilman 
Amorous proves his charges. 

The statement of Councilman Amorous 
follows: 

“My statements during the council] de- 
bate on the police board are a matter of 
record. I hereby reaffirm them, and w’!!

Attorney General John C. Hart yes- 
terday rendered two opinions of consid- 
erable interest, especially one of them 
relating to the public schools.
